Former Minister Here 
Of Unitarian Parish 
Passes From Life 


The Rev. George L. Thompson, 
72, clergyman, author and lectur- 
er, who was for several years a 
minister of the Northfield Unitari- 
an church,. well and favorably 
known, died at the Massachusetts 
General Hospital on Tuesday, Au- 
gust 17. He had been in poor 
health for some time and guring 
the past year had made his home 
with his son, George C. Thomp- 
son of West Newton. His wife 
died last December. 

Mr. Thompson was born in Staf- 
ford, Conn., and was a graduate 
of Tufts College. He has held 
pastorates in the Universalist 
churches of Keene, N. H., Spring- 
field, Vt., and Brooklyn, N. Y., 
and in Unitarian churches in La- 
conia, N, H., Northfied, Whitman, 
Dighton and Randolph, Mass. He 
was the author of several books, 
including “Young George Wash- 
ington” and “Life and Land of 
D. L. Moody.” He had contributed 
to various periodicals and at one 
time edited and published a 
monthly review, “Civilization.” 

He was a member of many or 
ganizations, including Wolcott 
Lodge, A. F. & A, M.. president, 
Thompson Families Ass’n; Ameri- 
can Union for Social Progress, In- 
ternational Cosmotheist ~-Society, 
former president, American Poetry 
Ass'n, and Randolph Grange, P. 
of H. He~was chairman of the 
Massachusetts Prohibition party. 

He was a man full of vigor and 
aggressiveness and greatly inter- 
ested in civic affairs. In later life 
he became interested in the Pro- 
hibition party and was chairman 
of its state committee. He was 
a candidate for Governor upon-the 
party platform. He leaves three 
sons: Donald A. of Arlington, Vt.; 
George C. of West Newton, and 
Robert L., United States Army, 
Tampa, Fla.; also four grandchil- 
dren. 

Funeral] services were held the 
following Friday at Watermans 
chapel in Boston and burial was 
on Saturday in the cemetery at 
Springfield, Vt.

Making A Revision 
Of New Testament 
Scholars At Chateau 


An historic meeting of scholars 
has been taking place for two 
weeks at the Chateau of the North- 
field Hotel in the sessions of the 
New Testament Section of the 
American Standard Bible Revision 
Committee, which is putting to- 
gether the final draft of the New 
Testament, a work which was 
started in 1937. Other schoole 
are revising the Old Testament, 
all of which is being sponsored by 
the International Council of Re 
ligious Education, a body which 
consists of 44 of the leading Pro- 
testant denominations. 

The task of the committee is to 
revise the American Standard ver- 
sion of the English Bible, which 
was published in 1901 as a revi- 
sion of the King James version of 
1611. The present revision is 
based upon the new knowledge of 
the world of the first century A. D. 
which has been gained in the past 
fifty years. It is, like the King 
James version, terse and compact, 
and intended for use in public 
worship,
